The installation includ- 
ed several large, multiestory barracks, and lon rows of garages. Sone 
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of the buildingswere damared Curing the war, After the wor, the installation 
wes stripped of its interior equipment. Kecenditioning was started about the 
berinning of 1919, with the installation being under puard since that tine, 
The ro-fs were belog repaired vith sheet retcl anc th: windows cradually 
installed or boarded up. Nowevor, no tron-s had roved in »y the end of 1950, 


The former German Infanterie Kanerne wes loested southrest of the old ~arkot- 
place. lt conristed of six multi=stor,: bulldinegs. The installation, which 

was constructed prior to orld War Ioand quartered an infantry battalion at 
that time, was caraged during “orld war II. Keenirs by civilian worknen wore 
started about the beginning of 1919. ‘owever, most windows vere still voarded 
up in tie fall of 1950. The installatior was vroteeted by civilian ;uards, 
There were no i:dications of an esrly reoecupation. 


The former German Ulanen Kaserne, constructed crior to “orld Yar I, wee 
located on the eastern perimeter of the town, on the south side of the road 
leading to Joerkischken (S 55/V 82). 4+ consisted of two large brick build= 
ings, the former riding hall having burnec down. In early 1951, the barracks 
installation was empty and unguarded. No reconditioning work was observed. 


Mxcept for the border guard detail, rentioned in paragraph 1, no military 
uhits were stationed in Goldap in late 1950. No Soviet troops were observed.

A border ruard unit of 80 to 100 troops was stationed in Kowahlen up to 
January 1951. This unit alledredly was the superior headquarters of the border 
guard detail in Goldap. dy ruarded the border in the southern portion of 
itominten Heath, The unit vas tilleted in a three-story former vrivate build 
ing, northeast of the railroad station, between the railroad line and the 

rozd leadinr to Goldap. Most of the troo-s wore equirped with submachice 

funss some were armed with rifles. Ne moter vehicles were observed. 


An infantrr company of younr soldiers vas billetec north of the quarters of - 
the horde guard troops, The troovs wore cuserved te be arced only with small 
arms, No sscvial equipment was noted. The troops wore brown uniforns with 
epaulets to match, and round vizor-tyre survice cars vith red ribbons. They 
Crilled and received field ttaining and training in firing. 


A rineeclearing detail of about 50 Polish Army soldiers was ermloyed in the 
Goldap-Kowahlen area up to late 1950, 
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
